It was, therefore, with considerable 
satisfaction that the Congress: listened 
in silence to the President as he out- 
lined a realistic program. For the first 
time in the past several years of his 
incumbency, the President failed to 
mention the FEPC or even chastise the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 

While the Left-Wing group of the 
country got little satisfaction out of the 
President's address, we believe that the 
country as a whole received the mes- 
sage in pretty much the same attitude 
as the Congress did. The reaction was 
good. In this great crisis the President 
could not have appropriately. done 
otherwise. In fact, the only ground thet 
patriotic Southern Democrats, Northern 
Democrats, and Republicans could get 
together on in these trying days is a 
program of national defense. As we 
told the House in September of last 
year, “The more abundant life theory 
must yield to the realistic danger of 
survival of the Republic.”

there greater need for a strong and 
productive agriculture. 

Calling attention to the Agricultural 
Conservation Program as one of the de- 
velopments which has been the foun- 
dation of much of agriculture’s strength, 
he said: “To me, the Agriculture Con- 
servation Program is typically Ameri- 
can. It symbolizes the way we have in 
this country of working things aut to- 
gether. It’s the way we started out to 
be a Nation. It’s the way we developed 
a Constitution and set up a governmept. 
It’s the way we obtained our public 
school system. We see the need for 
action. We agree, after discussion and 
debate, that something has to be done. 
Then we work out what has to be done 
Then we do it.” 

He pointed out that floods and dust 
shocked us into the realization that 
something had to be done to conserve 
our soil and water resources. But, the 
land on which the conservation was 
needed belonged to individuals. 

To meet this problem, the Agricul- 
tural Conservation Program was devel- 
oped with provision for sharing the 
cost of conservation with the individual 
farmer. This provision greatly increased 
the effectiveness of investments made 
in experimentation and education. 

. “Conservation..farming,” he conclud- 
ed, “is needed now to keep our farm 
defense plants strong and productive. 
At this time, when no one knows how 
long we are going to be required, to 
maintain our military strength át a 
high level, we cannot afford the risk
